Writer Reports On Rent Conrols

Governor Warren now has

Landowners Assn. This new petition has aroused much interest in the 
already-hot rent control issue as well as stimulating an interest in the 
local city government’s handling of the petition before it reached the 


governor's desk. 
The battle over rent decontrol continues unabated. Landlords deplore 
the inequalities in the present law, the slowness of Rent Control Boards 


to grant increases in rents which parallel the increasing property taxes 
and cost of living. Rent control is termed an unwarranted interference 
of government in private enterprise, stifling the rental business with 
regulations and red tape which set @ poor precedent for the future of 


of free enterprise in America. The result of controls, in 
has been that many landlords leave their rentals vacant 
rather than rent at a loss. 

The opponents of rent decontrol cite statistics. Figures of the Census 
Bureau in 1940 showed a total vacancy (for rent and for sale) in the 
city of Sacramento of 4.5 per cent. Figures compiled by postoffice em- 
ployees in 1949 showed a total vacancy (for rent and for sale) of 0.9 
per cent. The anti-decontrollers claim that such figures indicate serious 
inadequacy of rental vacancies in Sacramento today. 

The Sacramento Chapter of Americans for Democratic Action has 
pearheaded an attack on the method by which the City Council has 
handled the decontrol petition. In a letter to the governor, the ADA 
claims that the City Council forwarded an amended version of the 
petition to the governor without submitting it to a full, fair and open 
public meeting, preceded by at least ten days’ notice as provided by law. 
The ADA feels that the people should be given a chance to voice their 
opinions on a matter so vital to the citizens of this area and that the 
question of decontrol of rents should not be settled behind the scenes 
without due process of law.

Mr. Samara Speaks 
Informally To Class 


In Journalism 

Mr. John E. Samara, placement 
secretary for Sacramento State 
College, spoke informally last Fri- 
day afternoon to a meeting of Mr. 
Clyde Parker's journalism class at 
the Ninth Avenue annex. Mr. Sa- 
mara was news editor of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky school news- 
paper, the “Kentucky Kernel,” be- 
for the war, and, drawing upon his 
experiences with that paper, he 
provided the journalism students 
with much useful information. Mr. 
Samara detailed the setup of the 
Kernel’s newspaper organization 
and went on to draw comparisons 
between it and our own Sacramento 
State College “Hornet.” 


The differences were accounted 
for by considering the size, location 
and age of the two  chools. Mr. 
Samara went on to explain that the 
University of Kentucky is the only 
really large university in the state 
and that most of the 4,000 students 
from this land of fast horses and 
mellow tobacco are interested in 
agriculture. Another important dif- 
ference is that the majority of Ken- 
tucky’s students live in fraternity 
houses or dormitories on campus. 
As a result of this unification or 
welding of the students to their 
school, there is a greater “esprit de 
corps.” This, coupled with a long 
and hallowed past history, cause a 
greater emphasis on observance of 
school traditions. 


Mr. Samara also noted that the 
Kentucky students were more con- 
cerned with campus politicing, with 
campus personalities and with how 
the school was being run than our 
Sacramento State students. World 
affairs and national politics were 
discussed among students and de- 
bated in the columns of the ‘Kernel’ 
to a greater extent than in our 
‘Hornet,’ asserted Mr. Samara.
